Buried 6 Years in Poland, 
Ex-Nazi Soldier Rescued

old German soldier survived six years’ entombment in an underground 
Nazi Army supply depot, authorities announced Sunday. | 


They said the 6-foot-tall sol- 
dier, blinded and unable to talk 
coherently, crawled from _ his 


subterranean prison when work- | 
ers recently cleared huge con-. 


crete slabs from the depot’s en- 
trance. A beard reached to his 
knees. 

The authorities said the un- 
identified soldier was taken to a 
Gdynia hospital, where attendants 


_ gave him a “good chance” to re- 
gain both his strength and his 


eyesight. 

Witnesses who talked to the sol- 
dier soon after he was rescued 
said the man who fought 


five comrades in the food and 
clothing depot. 

They said another man crawled 
from the depot with the soldier, 
but died of a heart attack when 
daylight struck his eyes. 

According to the reports, the 
soldier said he and the five other 
men were imprisoned in the con- 
crete bunker when German 
troops, 
dynamited the depots entrance in 
1945. '

“The Father's Responsibility in the Home.” This sermon, one 
of a series appearing in Monday Morning Pulpit, was preached on 
Father's Day by Dr. Scotchmer. :

The Father as Priest of the Home. Now, it is apparent from 
the whole sweep of Christian teaching that the husband whom 
God made the head of the home under the intended Headship of 
Christ should take the lead in spiritual matters as well as tem- 
poral «matters. 


Now, this he cannot do without having accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his personal Saviour and Sin-bearer. “For the natural man'| 
receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God; for they are foolish- 
ness unto him.” (I Cor. 2:14.) 

We affirm that a father, however indulgent, however kind and} 
paternal, has given his children nothing of real and abiding worth) 
until he has given them a Christian home where Christ is looked 
to as Saviour, and Lord.

NEW YORK, June 17—In the course of the last two 
{world wars, plus the Korean. turmoil, thé records of many 
ballplayers have taken quite a jolt from what might 
have been. 

Their war records, of course, were far more impor- 
tant But it is interesting to figure, f@ example, what 
Bob Feller’s history might have been in the peaceful years 
other great pitchers knew. 

Feller undoubtedly took the bigsest jolt of them all. 
He was out of baseball action in 1942, 1943, 1944, and the 
greater part of 1945. 


Feller was out of action in his prime, for in 1942 he was only 24 
years old. Those four vears should have been his greatest. To show

what we might call his resiliency, Feller at the age of 32, 15 years 
after he started with Cleveland. is having one of his best years. And 
he is having this healthv-looking season with a bad ball club—so far. 

He is headed for another 20-game season, with any luck, and up 
to date he is much the best pitcher on his club, including Bob Lemon. 

He won 24 games in 1939, 27 games in 1940 and 25 games in 
1941 before he left for Navy duty. It is almost certain in the next 
four vears that followed. he would have won another 10 games, 
possibly more. So his record today could easilv have been 314 
games, on his w ay to tie up ‘with Matty and Alexander at 373. 
And these are far tougher pitching times than Matty or Alex . 
knew. 

Feller came back in 1946 to win 26 games. He won 20 games in 
1947. He hasn’t reached the 20-game mark since, but he is reaching 
in that direction now. 

It might be noted that Feller came to Cleveland in 1936 at the 
age of 17. He won five and lost three that brief season, but around 
that time he set some amazing strikeout records and was rated as the 

most promising prospect since Johnson, Alexander and Mathewson, 
not to overlook old Cy Young—one of the greatest of them all. 


Fel'er, Newhouser, Old Pete 


Bob Feller and Hal Newhouser, thé Tiger left-hander, have had 
hot battles vear after year. They are the only two pitchers left who 
have won 25 games or more for three or more seasons. 

Newhouser’s big year was in 1944 when he won 29 games. Sore 
arm visits have kept him away from the 20-game mark since 1948, 
but, like Feller. he is pitching well again this season. 

In 1950, Feller won 16 games while Newhouser picked up 15.

Hal had 185 vic- 
tories when this season opened. But pitching records are getting 
tougher year by year, as 20-game pitchers get scarcer. 

Lemon and Raschi have been the main 20-game winners lately, 
with Sain and Spahn close by. 

One of the best post-war records of all time belongs to Grover 
Cleveland Alexander. Old Pete was at his peak in 1915, 1916 and 
1917 when he was allowing around 1.70 earned runs a game and 
winning over 30 games a year.

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Time to Stop the Hearings

£ In Houston a good crowd watched a 
motorcade parade, but the football sta- 
dium, which seats 70,000, had only 20,000 
in it, and the vast stretches of bare con- 
_¢rete was embarrassing. In the Dallas 
Cotton Bowl, which seats 76,000, there was 
an audience estimated at 9,000. This esti- 
mate later was raised to 25,000. 


We don’t go along with a Texas cynic 
who said that people will turn out to see 
the buli elephant in the parade, but are 
not interested in going to the show to see 
him do tricks.” 


We think the people at last are under- 
standing that the general is speaking as a 
soldier and that as a soldier he sees solu- 
tions in terms of attacking the enemy with 
an all-out war. He ignores the political 
consequences in Europe and Asia. He 
fails to say how bases in Europe could be 
defended. And also he is repeating him- 
self. 


The people do love parades. Fortu- 
nately for America, while the people honor 
the general’s military accomplishments 
and want to see what he looks: like, they 
do not seem to be interested in swallowing 
what he has to say. 


Likewise the people respect and admire, 
though do not necessarily accept his ad- 
vice as sound, a general like General 
Wedemeyer, whose candor and honesty 
were refreshing and who practically al- 
ways prefaced his recommendations on the 
stand with the statement: “I could be 
wrong, but—”’. 

General Wedemeyer readily admits 
things he would like to do might well be 
made inadvisable in the light of the cur- 
rent knowledge possessed by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

General Wedemeyer’s recommendations, 
like General MacArthur’s, were strictly 
from the military point of view. But his 
saving grace, and a trait all too scarce 
these days, was that he did not assume 
his was the one and only salvation for 
Western civilization. It is impossible not 


to contrast his humility with the omnis- 
cience of General MacArthur. 
Nevertheless, the hearings in Washing- 
ton now have become harmful. As Anne 
O’Hare McCormick, well-known New York 
Times correspondent, said of the hearings: 
“The text sounds as if inquisitors and 
witnesses believed they were in secret con- 
clave in a closed room. Not once but a 
hundred times the reiterated questions have 
brought out every motion of the official 
mind as it dealt with a conflict that does 
not belong in the archives of the past but 
is still going on. Nothing is left untold 
that the intelligence service of the enemy 


would conspire to find out about our plans, | 


our military strength, our reasons for act- 
ing or not acting in any given circum- 
stances. Surely for the first time in his- 
tory a crucial battle is being fought to the 
accompaniment of a publi¢ review of the 
political and military decisions that govern 
and limit the operations in the field. A 
public review that, to say the least, is un- 
usual and peculiar to these times in which 
we live. 


“The investigation proceeds, in fact, as 
if we were alone in the world, talking to 
ourselves, and nothing mattered except the 
internal effects of the argument. If inter- 
rogators or interrogated remember the ‘un- 
seen audience,’ it certainly does not cramp 
their style.” 

We believe they have descended to the 
point where disappointed generals reveal 
their hurt feelings because pet plans have 
not been accepted; when all the jealousies 
and factional intrigues inherent in all 
armies everywhere are being paraded. The 
hearings are no longer inquiries into why 
General MacArthur was dismissed. We 
believe the nation has been helped by them, 
but that the harm now is greater than the 
benefits, and that the hearings should be 
hurried to an end. We trust the subcom- 
mittee laboring to that end will have ade- 
quate success. We can-only thank God 
that Senator Russell’s insistence on pri- 
vate hearings was upheld. It is really 
dismaying to consider what would have 
been the result of public airings. 


All Honor to Bishop Moore 


Methodists of Georgia overwhelmingly 
asked of the Jurisdictional Conference that 
it again reassign Bishop Moore to Georgia 
for an almost unprecedented fourth term 
because of “his deep and broad understand- 
ing of the complex problems of the area.’ 

That statement explains why we, too, 
join with the members of his church in 
urging that he be retained. In fact, we 
think it really necessary. There was some 
opposition to this course. Most of it 
stemmed from those who think the com- 

lex problems can be solved by the Ku 
lux Klan mentality. 

Bishop Moore, who has risked his life 
time atter time in missions to the far cor- 
ners of the world, has seen at first hand 
that the teachings of Christ are the only 
force which will save peoples of all colors 
who seek to resist the godless forces of 
communism. 


The opposition to Bishop Moore’s reap- 
pointment was tiny, being restricted to a 
half dozen or so among thousands. It safe- 
ly may be assumed that most of this oppo- 


sition grew out of the fact that Bishop 
Moore, servant of Christian teaching, seeks 
here in the South to allow Negro Chris- 
tians to have a fuller share in the coun- 
cils of the church. There are some so-called 
Christians who think that Christ was sent 
specially to one people and that all oth- 
ers must sit, like Dives, and be content 
with what crumbs of Christianity may fall 
from the feast. The bishop is honored by 
the opposition of such minds. 


All honor, therefore, to a great, proved 
Christian, born of our soil and our inherit- 
ance, who is not afraid to witness for the 
Master who told Christians to teach His 
word to all men.

A Big Stick 
To Back Words 


WASHINGTON—Up to the time he appeared 
before the Senate Far Eastern policy investigat- 
ing committee, Lieut. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, 

.our former commander in China, was the first military man to 
offer testimony in support of the thesis of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur for bombing Manchuria and expanding the war in the 
Pacific. 

It is appropriate to consider the weight of his testimony in 
contrast with that of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and Secretary of 
Defense George Marshall, who preceded him. 


Much of what he said will impress the average person as so 
extreme and contradictory, as the New York Times put it, that 
it seems to be “self-defeating.” For eXample, he not only sup- 
ports the program of General MacArthur for bombing Manchuria 
and establishing a naval blockade of China, accepting the calcu- 
lated risk of involving us in another world war, but he was willing 
to go even further. 


He proposed that we break off diplomatic relations with Rus- 
sia.and take the initiative now in various political, economic and 
military moves to bring the Soviet Union to terms. If pogsible, 
he would do all of this under the aegis of the United Nations, but, 
like General MacArthur, he would go it alone if necessary, even 
to the extent of wrecking the United Nations. 


Stalemate He gave it as his opinion that our present policy 

of limiting the war in Korea can only lead to a 
costly stalemate. A truce at the 38th parallel, he said, would 
amount to defeat which would make preferable our complete 
withdrawal from Korea. 

Many people will find his reasoning here hard to follow. 
Certainly what we have done in Korea up to now can not be 
called defeat. Three times we have repulsed strong offensives 
by the Chinese Reds and we have inflicted casualties on their 
forces estimated at more than a million men. Regardless of the 
manpower resources of China, no nation can suffer the loss of 
that much of its trained forces over the period of time involved 
and continue to offer resistance. 

General Wedemeyer sets himself up as a dashing soldier, per- 
haps, with the bold program he recommends, but the proposals 
he makes do not lend themselves to caution or sound reason. The 
conflicting part of his testimony comes with his disregard of what 
he calls “a lot of imponderables and intangibles,”. and yet he 
conceded that these must be taken into consideration in devising 
strategy. 

Finally, after making his recommendations in keeping with 
the MacArthur thesis, he was willing to admit that, being away 
from the center of military planning in the Pentagon, he might 
not be competent to give advice on global strategy. He granted 
that we should accept the judgment of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
who take a view diametrically opposed to MacArthur. Their find- 
ings should always be heeded, he said. 


Having made this latter concession at the end 
Defeats Self of his testimony and the judgment of the 
Joint Chiefs being what :t is known to be, General Wedemeyer 
appears to have been self-defeating in his words. If he feels that 
way about it, then why would he go to the trouble of asserting 
his other views. 

There were other parts of his testimony that seemed to be 
equally conflicting. Most every statement he made appeared to 
be tempered in such a way to put him on both sides of the con- 
troversy. 

The basic difference in the position of General Wedemeyer 
and our top military command is that he is not opposed to accept- 
ing risks. He would do things now which might involve us in a 
war with Russia. We are not ready to take that step yet. Pru- 
dence and caution dictate that we pursue a different course. The 
Communists have been so stinking in their conduct since the end 
of the war that many of us share the feeling of General Mac- 
Arthur and his supporters that we should call them to task with- 
out further delay. 

Our military leaders, however, feel that we should not be too 
impulsive about it until our defenses are built up. It is on the 
theory that you have to carry a big stick. before your words 
are felt.

Mike Becomes a Maverick 


WASHINGTON—Political parties, as we all know, have their mavericks, their 


rebels.

What makes Mike a maverick just now is what he did 


campaign of his party for House seats.

son and hopes the President will keep his Secre- 
tary of State, for he thinks that Dean Acheson 
is a great Secretary of State. 


The President smiled appreciatively and said 
he intended to do just wast Mike Kirwan sug- 
gested. 


What made this news and makes Mike a 
maverick, at least temporarily, is that other 
Democratic leaders in both House and Sen- 
ate have been going down to the White 
House to plead for Mr. Acheson’s removal. 
They argue that the secretary would be a 
liability in the 1952 campaign, including that 
for members of Congress. 


Mike thinks otherwise. 


“Why,” .he said in his clipped way, pitching 
the words somewhat disdainfully out of the cor- 
ner of his mouth, “lots of those fellows will be 
asking for Dean Acheson to come into their 
districts and speak for them next year in their 
campaign.” 

Mike may be excused for what might prove 
a slight exaggeration there, but the episode does 
serve to indicate his keen knowledge of the ups 
and downs of politics and his understanding of 
the natural timidity and temporary lack of 
loyalty of politicians when an election begins to 
loom ahead. He knows from experience. 


You only have to go back to early 1948 when 
President Truman’s stock was low once before. 
Many Democratic politicians, including members 
of Congress, were shying away from being identi- 
fied with him, or even of knowing him. They 
would not even speak his name publicly. Some 
were out trying to entice Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower to be their savior and candidate against 
Harry Truman in the convention then only a few 
weeks away. 

Mike recalls an experience of those days. He 
invited 10 other Democratic members of the 


. House to go down to the White House with him 


to see the President. But one after another they 
began to make excuses. They were afraid their 
pictures might be taken coming from the White 
House, thus showing that they had been to see 
the President and had spoken to him. After the 
election, of course, fellows of that sort were al- 
most belligerently hogging the camera if Harry 
Truman was anywhere near. 


It was Mike Kirwan who helped to put a lot 
of zip and enthusiasm into the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee’s recent meeting and rally at 
Denver.

In this connection, it is 
significant that the same day that Mike Kirwan 
went to the White House, Sen. Joe McCarthy 
(Rep., Wis.), who started the drumfire on the

and gave Republicans their cue, turned his vicious 
tongue on another target—Secretary of Defense 
Marshall.

Day long, while the gentlemen debated a multimillion-dollar appropria- 


tion bill, messengers kept tiptoeing in with armloads of books, which they deposited 


on the desk of Sen. Joe McCarthy (Rep., Wis.). 


When the piles there looked 


tipsy, they spread the literature on adjoining desks, chairs, and finally on the floor. 
These volumes in their gay slipcovers made that section of the chamber look like a peculiarly 


untidy lending library. 


Senator Joe was about to make a speech which he had billed beforehand 


as “uncovering a conspiracy so immense and an infamy so black as to dwarf any previous such 


venture in the history of man.” The galleries 
were jampacked to hear the man who has spent 
so much time denouncing alleged Communists 
in the Sfate Department. 

This time he was giving the business to Gen. 
George C. Marshall. Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson was only incidental. 


So when the gentlemen had appropriated 
their millions for the federal security agen- 
cies, the partially bald, youngish-looking 
bachelor from Appleton, Wis., asked for and 
received the floor. Still nobody knew ex- 
actly what was cooking. 


Sen. Kenneth S. Wherry (Neb.), the Repub- 
lican floor leader, in an effort to be helpful, 
wanted a quorum call, so Senator Joe would 
have a full audience of senators. 

Senator McCarthy was a modest man. He 
was the first senator I ever heard refuse such a 
call. He said he didn’t really expect his fellow 
lawgivers to sit through his remarks. After all, 
he had 60,000 words (oops!) to say. This would 
take him seven or eight hours, if nobody inter- 
rupted, and he’d just as soon the other law- 
givers read his speech later. 

Even that turned out to be quite a chore. 
Sixty thousand words is longer than the average 
novel. So Senator Joe called for water. He re- 
ceived two glasses. Then he adjusted his tie

with the harps printed on it and began to read 
from a sheaf of paper thicker than the New York 
telephone book.

They were fascinated by Senator McCarthy’s 
manuscript, which seemed to have grown no 
thinner at the end of the first hour. 

The speaker said the job he’d done preparing 
his speech was monumental. Delivering it made 
him hoarse and what it did to the general’s ears 
I hate to think. Rebuttals, I guess, will come 
later. 


Where Is Red Bomb Number Two? 


WASHINGTON—A major mystery is deeply puzzling those officials whose first concern must 


be the comparative power position of the United States and the Soviet Union. 
It is this: Why have the Soviets not exploded a second atomic bomb? 


month the mystery deepens. 


The first Soviet atomic explosion occurred in September, 1949, a year and nine months ago. 


With every passing 


The 


intelligence reports leave no room whatsoever for doubt that the Soviets, under the ruthless direc- 
tion of Secret Police Chief Lavrenti Beria, are devoting a tremendous national effort to constructing 


a decisive atomic stockpile. Such a national in- 
vestment #bviously. requires the most .powerful 
possible bombs, and to construct the most power- 
ful bombs in turn requires numerous atomic 
tests. 


For reasons explained in previous reports in 
this space, the explosion of a Soviet bomb under 
ordinary circumstances can be detected by this 
eountry in a matter of hours. 


Yet the Geiger counters and the seismo- 
graphs have been still, and the air samples 
have yielded no significant traces. Why? 


The intelligence experts would give a great 
deal for a sure answer to this question. There 
is no sure answer. Meanwhile, three possible 
answers, no one of which is considered really 
satisfactory, are being put forward. 


One is obvious—that further Soviet atomic 
tests have indeed taken place, but that the So- 
viets, with their mania for secrecy, have so ar- 
ranged these tests that our detecting apparatus 
cannot pick them up. This is technically pos- 
sible. An atomic bomb exploded, for example, 
deep in a lead mine, could probably not be de- 
tected. But the reason this is a wholly unsatis- 
factory answer is very simple. This sort of test 
would not yield the scientific data which is the 
sole purpose of an atomic test. 


Th second answer is equally obvious—and 
equally unsatisfactory. It is that the Soviets 
have not been able to make enough bombs to 
afford the use of even one more for testing. 
This is a tempting theory, particularly because 
at first glance it seems to be supported by re- 
liable reports that the frantic efforts to extract 
uranium from the captive Czech and German 
mines have suddenly slackened off in the last few 
months. 


Unfortunately, this slackening is explained by 
reliable reports that new and far richer Soviet 
' sources of uranium have now been found, espe- 
| cially in Turkestan, where rich uranium deposits 
‘have been known to exist since the early 1920's. 
‘Moreover, the hard fact is that atomic bombs 


simply cannot be assembled one by one in a 
laboratory. 

To make even one bomb requires a great in- 
dustrial installation. And once an installation 
capable of turning out one bemb is in operation, 
it is automatically capable of turning out more 
bombs, provided the uranium raw material. is 
available. 

The theory which is in fact favored is that 
Soviet atomic production has in effect been 
frozen. The physicists, it is reasoned, may well 
have assured Beria and his colleagues on the 
Politburo that the bomb exploded in 1949 was 
satisfactory in all respects. 


And indeed, the evidence available after 
the 1949 test indicated that this was prob- 
ably a somewhat more powerful bomb than 
the Hiroshima-Nagasaki model. 


It is further reasoned that the Kremlin may 
then have decided to forego any immediate at- 
tempts to improve the Soviet model, and ordered 


_ all efforts concentrated on providing the largest 


possible stockpile in the shortest possible time. 
Only after a stockpile of a predetermined size 
had been built would the Kremlin permit the in- 
vestment of uranium, time and bombs which 
atomic testing requires. 


In some ways, such a decisior? on the part of 
the Kremlin would not be altogether surprising. 
In the case of both tank and plane production, 
the Soviets are given to freezing production 
when they are reasonably satisfied with a model. 
They then concentrate on making the largest 
possible number of units without regard for 
minor improvements. 


If this theory is correct, the explosion of the 
second Soviet atomic bomb can be taken as a 
signal that the Soviets have a stockpile which 
they consider adequate for their purposes. It is 
interesting also to speculate on how a second 
Soviet bomb might be used. At night, the flash 
from the explosion of an atomic bomb, say in the 
Polish marshes, would be visible for more than 
400 miles, and would light up much of Western 
Europe.

Byrnes’ Memos 
On Yalta Session 


NEW YORK—Over and over again, in the in- 
= vestigations before the two Senate committees 
= investigating our Asian policy and the recall of 

MacArthur, witnesses refer to the Yalta conference and the secret 
agreements reached there. So it’s interesting, and frightening, to 
reread the recollections of James F. Byrnes,.who accompanied 
F. D. R. and the U. S. delegation to Yalta, aboard the Quincy and 
the Sacred Cow, which completed the journey from Malta. 


“SO FAR AS I could see,” Byrnes wrote in his “Speaking 
Frankly,” published by Harper and -Brothers, “the President had 
made little preparation for the Yalta conference. His inaugura- 
tion had taken place the Saturday before we left Washington and 
for 10 days preceding that he had been overwhelmed with en- 
gagements. On the cruiser, the President, Admiral] Leahy and I, 
on four or five occasions, usually after dinner, discussed some of 
the questions to be considered, particularly the proposal for the 
United Nations. But not until the day before we landed at Malta 
did I learn that we had on board a very complete file of studies 
and recommendations made by the State Department. Later, when 
I saw some of these splendid studies I greatly regretted they had 
not been considered aboard ship. I am sure the failure to study 
them, en route, was due to the President’s illness. And I am sure 
that only he could have handled the situation so well with so little 
preparation.” 


DEFENDING THE NECESSITY of secrecy, because Japanese 
armies on thé Russian border would have attacked, if Russia’s 
pledge to join in the attack on Japan had become known, Byrnes 
lays the blame squarely on the military: “The President had with 
him at Yalta the Joint Chiefs of Staff. They knew the situa- 
tion. The evidence is clear that the agreement was, in great part, 
a military decision.”

stop putting that Hollywood-martyr expression 
on your face. Stop talking in that whispering, 
low and love-longing voice. Now! Straight 
away! Go out sailing with your boy friend. Or, 
better still, with your family, because even 
though you may have acquired the physical and 
mental development of an 18-year-old girl as I 
know them in my country, you still lack some of 
the necessary spiritual maturity.” 


Well, to continue my undemanded advice: 
“Leave the portable radio set at home; don’t pay 
any attention to the ads in the papers which 
show a beautifully figured girl leaning toward a 
well-tailored man saying that such a thing was 
just what she felt she missed in her life.

_ in the world, that it h ot found the time 
yet to relax—to sit do and do a little bit 
of quiet thinking and talking; to take a little 
more philosophical attitude toward all kinds 
of problems. 


You can move your body fast if it is neces- 
sary to do so, but your spirit has its own speed. 
It needs time to grow and to adjust. If you 
simply forget about that, wel] ... pretty 18- 
year-old girls will get nervous breakdowns. And 
so will the nation. And psychiatrists and gun- 
makers will see their incomes raised. That is 
my answer to the burning question of what 
Europe thinks about a next war. 


But I still have another answer fop those 
people who don’t have the time to listen to that 
lengthy explanation. They don’t even have the 
time to ask that question because for them it is 
not a question any more. They simply ask if 
Europe will fight if Russia should start tomor- 
row. Any argument as to whether or not this 
question is relevant makes no sense at all to 
them. So, my plain answer to this plain ques- 
tion is: Of course Europe will fight any aggres-

sion. But there is no fighting equipment and no 
fighting spirit at this particular moment as far 
as I can see. 


There is no armament in Europe but there is, 
in Holland and England anyway, severe doubt 
as to whether the increased defense appropria- 
tions can be spent without wasting monéy and 
energy on inefficient efforts. American ship- 
ments of tanks and weapons lag far behind the 
plans. And without these materials the things 
the Europeans can supply themselves have little 
meaning. 


There is no fighting spirit because the people 
still have not finished with the other war which 
ended six years ago. I don’t think their feeling 
is that there is going to be a war today or in 
the near future. They realize, of course, though 
without saying so, that a war may be inevitable. 
But the present situation, dangerous as it is, does 
not give reasons for grave anxiety. After all, 
Europeans are used to little. burning fires all 
over the place which may burst out—or not— 
into a blazing hell. The impetuous and impa- 
tient American mind—for the first time in his- 
tory immediately involved in developments over 
in Europe—may think that such little fires are 
causes for war. But, as with a real fire, the ap- 
proach must not be that of a man who loses his 
head. Rather, it should be that of the well- 
trained fireman whose actions are guided by ex- 
perience and which differ from one situation to 
another. And if there is some anxiety amongst 
Western European nations and their leaders it 
probably concerns in the first place the actions 
of the young but powerful American fireman in 
the brigade who now is the chief officer.

Change Your Heart 
To Build Self-Reliance 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: What would you suggest doing 
about a girl who is the most exciting and wonderful friend in the 
world until she meets someone more interesting? After that she 
is positively rude; she procrastinates, breaks appointments and 
generally makes a chump of me. 

I have known her most of my life and she always has been 
like that. When she has nobody else in view she is a charming, 
congenial, devoted companion; but just let someone else come 
‘along, and she is churlish, sarcastic and most unkind. Each time 
she has returned to me with apologies, which I feel she means, as 
she seems most sincere; then after a while she lapses into the old 
routine rudeness. 

I once had visions of us growing old together, but now I 
know it wouldn’t do to count on her. However, I can’t treat her 
as badly as she treats me, because I think too much of her.—K. F. 


WRITER A VICTIM OF EARLY DENIALS 


DEAR K. F.: Your letter suggests, between the lines, a life 
of quiet desperation, as the saying goes—tived out according to 
early memories of deep frustration in the closest relationships of 
your childhood. If your presentation of your problem with Ann 
had been prepared with a smidgen of psychological insight, or 
with a co-operative desire to help me figure things out, I believe 
you'd have seen fit to include some general information about your 
background and immediate circumstances. 

I can only hazard a guess at the factors which contribute to 
your total lack of awareness of yourself. The drive towards re- 
liance upon others for emotional sustenance indicates what is tech- 
nically called an “oral personality,” which develops when the 
greatest frustration has occurred very early, at the hands of a 
mother so emotionally impoverished herself that she couldn’t help 
starving you, when you needed maternal nurture most. Perhaps 
she fostered your natural dependency at. first, then rejected it so 
completely that you were left dangling, a cnronic victim of helpless 
feelings. 

Rather than ask what to do about a@ friend who seems glad 
to be rid of your company occasionally, I think you might more 
profitably consider the question: Is friendship, or indeed any sig- 
nificant relationship, a matter of mutual dependency? Take your 
time in formulating the answer, and meanwhile you may begin 
to arrive at helpful perspective, and clear inner guidance, con- 
cerning your hangover problem of adult frustration in human 
relations. 


SELF-CONCERN IS PREDOMINANT 

Your longing for dependency upon Ann, a mood that you 
switch like a searchlight to others when she’s not available, indi- 
cates that you are trying to assuage a consuming self-interest, 
rather than seeking opportunities for true relatedness. You tend 
to thrive parasitically, it seems, only when you can involve some- 
body in a mutual dependency alliance. Such a neurotic substitute 
for real companionship is like a house of cards supported by a 
mrutual leaning process. An extra stress this way and that causes 
the whole thing to collapse, leaving vou in a state of acute anxiety 
and emotional craving to re-establish the previous sick situation, 
with the same or another partner. 

As a homely start towards self-understanding, you might try 
writing down, in note form and as rapidly as possible, the thoughts 
that come to you spontaneously, when you are reflecting on your 
difficulties with Ann: or upon the events of the past 24 hours. 

Any effort at selecting or editing your thoughts will cancel 
the instructive quality of the notes; so report your thinking process 
as impersonally as if you were a recording machine. 

The above idea is not offered as replacement for the first- 
hand specialist help you certainly need, to gain release from early 
fixations. But in themselves they may serve as an introduction to 
a change of viewpoint, leading eventually to a change of heart, 

. and thence to self-reliant freedom and strength in personal 
relations. 

In conclusion, I recommend Dr. Karen Horney’s recent book, 
“Neurosis and Human Growth—the Struggle for Self-Realization”’ 
(W. W. Norton, publishers), as fine food for thought.—M. H.

The life of frozen sandwiches 
shouldn’t exceed two weeks. 
There are quite a few dos and 
don’ts in freezing sandwiches. 
Here are the recommendations 
of the American Institute of 
Te 

1. Use only top quality in- 
gredients. Freezing can’t 
improve a sandwich. 

. Don’t use egg salad or sliced 
egg sandwiches because 
freezing toughens egg. 

. Mayonnaise separates and 
soaks bread in freezing. 
Add it when the sandwiches 
are eaten. 


. Jelly, preserves, and honey — 


also soak into bread. If you 
spread butter, margarine, 
cream cheese or peanut 


Freezing is a good thing, espe- 
cially when sandwiches are go- 
ing to have to wait for several 
hours in a lunchbox or basket. 
If they start out frozen they will 
keep fresh longer. You know 
that sitting around at a warm 
temperature is bad for sand- 
wiches, as it encourages bacteria 
growth. Many a picnicker has 
had a tummy ache from eating 
perishable sandwiches that had 
waited too long in the sun- 
shine. 


The best sandwiches to take 
on picnics if they must stand are 
those made with cheese, pea- 
nut butter, jams, and the so- 
called dry sausages. The worst 
ones are the egg, fish, chicken, 
and meat-salad‘ sandwiches.

To begin with, it isn’t just fat 
you want, but increased vitality 
and a better functioning system. 
These gaining menus _ are 
planned around the protective 
foods which furnish tissue- 
building materials and the nu- 
trients which aid assimiliation. 
Only assimilated food can help 
you gain. 

By the way, girls, how’s your 
appetite? If it’s on the temper- 
amental side and you have 
barely enough energy to get by, 
drop into the doctor’s office. 
The intelligent way to start a 
weight gaining program is to 
have a physical check-up, to 
find where you are off the 
health beam. The doctor may 
find you need more iron, or pre- 
scribe. a Vitamin B complex, or 
a tonic, or suggest changes in 
your health habits. 

It’s quite likely your under- 
weight is due to undernutrition, 
or to poor food habits. Ninety 
percent of healthy people can 


gain duoty by improving nu- 
trition and increasing the food 
intake, 

You may think you eat 
enough; you eat all you want. 
But a record of your calorie con- 
sumption would probably show 
you are eating barely enough to 
maintain weight, certainly not 


enough to gain. It takes extra 
calories for curves. If you do 
sedentary work, your normal 
calorie requirements are 2000 a 
day, and to gain you will need 


“2500 to 2800 calories a day. 


Moderate activity calls for 3000 
calories a day for gaining. 
Studies have shown that un- 
dernutrition of itself tends to 
stimulate activity and deplete 
energy, so both rest and food

MODERN HEAT FOR ANTE-BELLUM HOME —‘“Holy Hill,” 
Roswell, built as a Summer home in 1842 by Maj. Robert E. Lewis, 
a Savannah rice planter, is one of the original Roswell homes.

While more than 100 horrified 
picnickers and tourists watched, a 
young soldier fell screaming 150 
feet to his death Sunday in Red 
Rocks Park.

Enlow identified him as Pfc. Ger- 
ald H. Jones, 19, of Pell City. Ala. 

Jones was climbing Ship Rock 
in the Park at the foothills of the 
Rockies with two companions. Pfc. 
Charles Pultz, 20, of McPherson, 
Kas., and Pfc. Harold W. Scott, 23, 
of Memphis, Tenn. All were mem- 
bers of the 3423d Training Squad- 
- ron at Lowry Air Base. 

Pultz and Scott ‘said they 
climbed the comparatively safe 
west side of the rock and were 
exploring the top of the sheer east 
face. 

“Jones apparently just lost his 
footing,” Pultz said. “We heard 
him scream and saw him go plum- 
meting toward the earth.” 

His body bounced off several 
ledges before halting in a rock 
pile at the base of the rock. His 
skull was crushed and “practically 
every bone in his body was 
broken,” Enlow reported.
